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DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


The Nervous Set- Miller 5/12. 1 pro-Times-and 6 con- 
filed on new musical about the beatnik set presented by Rob- 
ert Lantz, with book by Jay Landsman and Theodore Flicker, 
music by Tommy Wolf and lyrics by ran Landsman, staged 
by Flicker with Tani Seitz, Richard Hayes and Larry Hagman. 
Sole affirmative notice from Atkinson, Times, applauded first 
act's fresh satire on current manners, the wonderful acting 
and make-up, and the stimulating score. He did fear that 
the second act did not hold a candle to the impudence of the 
first, Among the cast he picked Del Close as the wildest and 
funniest. Dissenters views were diverse ranging from out- 
right pannings to mild disapproval and confusion as to what 
show was about. If taken straight, as much of the bearded 
first night audience did, then beatnik mind is within inches of 
fifth rate work of the early 1920's, panned Kerr, Herald Trib- 
une . The best item in the show is the jazz quartet hidden be- 
hind a curtain, added Chapman, News, who kept wishing for the 
freshness of the Garrick Gaieties. A nerve-wracking, taste- 
less show more at home in a saloon than onstage, noted Cole- 
man, Mirror. A fragmentary and infrequently inspiring show, 
with some fresh music and some good moments that don't 
add up to anything, listed McClain, Journal American, Neither 
good rebellion nor first rate conventional musical, a disap - 
pointment, to Watts, Post. Aston, World Telegram & Sun, did 
not what was going on or even where he was. Musical was 
first presented at St Louis Crystal Palace, a combination 
night-club theatre. 


Once Upon a Mattress-Phoenix 5/ll. 6 pro- and 1 con- 
News- filed on new musical presented by Phoenix and Jean 
and William Eckart, staged by George Abbott with book by Jay 
Thompson, Marshall Barer, Dean Fuller, music by Mary Rod- 
gers and lyrics by Barer, with Carol Burnett , Jack Gilford, 
Matt Mattox and Joe Bova. Most of pro notices: lauded show 
for introducing the delightful music of Rodgers and newcomer 
Carol Burnett, with pleasant words for the rest of the proceed- 
ings. Two thought title in bad taste. The humorous musical 
version of the Princess and the Pea" fairy tale is a little self- 
conscious in its coyness, but Rodgers and Burnett have real 
talent and Abbott's direction makes everyone look like a gem, 
summed Atkinson, Times. Kerr, Herald Tribune, viewed it as 
a pleasant showcase for the talents of Rodgers and Burnett, 
and also dance director Joe Layton. A rave review for the cute 
and clever, fresh and buoyant show filed by Coleman, Mirror. 
Watts, Post, okayed the innocent little charade which was only 
mildly diverting. A perfect Phoenix item, barely Off Broadway, 
stylish, fresh and tasteful, friendly and funny, though the book 
often gets lost, reported McClain, Journal American. Sole 
dissenter, Watt, News, found some fine spots but discovered 
no real wit in the book, while the songs only hit the mark inter- 
mittently. 


The Magistrate- Ring- 5/13. 1 pro-Times- and I con- 
Herald Tribune- filed on Pinero's farce not seen in NYC 
since 1894, Current revival at a reconverted nightclub near 
First Avenue and Houston St by Alfred Hyslop and Lud Cernik 
was directed by Hyslop. Gelb, Times, reported that the arena 
production proved that you cannot keep a funny old farce sub- 
merged forever , that a night club makes a charming Off Broad- 
way acting arena and than an inexperienced, albeit well-intent- 
ioned young troupe cannot give a stylish performance of an Eng- 
lish farce, though a trip to the Ring is the next best thing to 
reading it. But Crist, Herald Tribune, believes that the play 
needs a stylish and professional performance such as the Old 
Vic is now giving it in London, The rankly amatuerish cast, 
with few exceptions, falls short.
